The Philadelphia 
Public 
Ledger, 
perhaps in order lo have revenge on 
New York for some of the gibes flung 
at its city by the I^ew Yortc press, has 
sprung some sensational “revelations” 
about the liquor traffic in Gotham. It 
has conducted an investigation of the 
liquor situation in New York and says 
it is simply awful. 
Here are some of 
the things it tells us: 
“The whiskey ring is a powerful, 
closely organized and well-knit body. 
This is no business of a sodden degen­ 
erate conducting a speakeasy. 
Noth­ 
ing like that. It is no ordinary case of 
‘leakage' 
under 
a prohibition law. 
That would not startle the community 
as will Mr. Daschbach’s revelations. 
Such minor and casual breaches of the 
liquor laws adopted from time to time 
have become the familiar material of 
feeble witticisms. But this is an alto­ 
gether different matter. 
It is a truly 
colossal and daring intrigue by brainy 
and capable men to maintain a huge 
traffic in liquor right under the shad­ 
ow of the prohibition law. It breaks 
the law wholesale. It does not sneak 
clandestine flasks 
into 
foolish hip 
pockets—it sends heavy truckloads of 
hard liquors 
along city streets and 
country roads into the cellars of law­ 
breakers who are rich enough to pay 
the price. 
“The manipulators of this organiz- 
- ed revolt 
against 
established 
law 
claim to be able to corrupt the very 
officials intrusted 
with the enforce­ 
ment of the law. We may learn more 
of this disquieting feature of the case 
as the revelations develop. 
But this 
exposure, so far as it has g o n e ^ that 
these master minds, who contract to 
deliver liquor as far as Philadelphia, 
do not pretend that they have any un­ 
derground organization by WThich they 
can smuggle it disguised 
under the 
very noses of these officials. They 
boast, on the contrary, that they use 
grease, which means that they claim 
to bribe these officials with brutal di­ 
rectness to^ell out their honor and be­ 
tray their trust.” 
• “The government should act,” the 
Philadelphia 
newspaper 
declares. 
“The Public Ledger has knocked on 
the door and managed to get a fairly 
large foot inside the crack. 
. 
. 
. 
The Government 
can 
break in^ the 
door.” 
What the government is go­ 
ing to do remains to be seen; but what 
some people in New York w ill do may, 
perhaps, be surmised. Here is a first- 
class opportunity for some New York 
newspaper to clean up Philadelphia 
jusf as the Philadelphia Public Ledger 
is undertaking to clean up New York. 
Tit for tat; ail eye for an eye. Doubt­ 
less prohibition needs tightening up in 
Philadelphia,, too. 
A sufficiently en­ 
terprising New Yorker 
might 
find 
just as horrible a situation in the Pub­ 
lic Ledgers town as the Public Ledger 
has found in Manhattan. 


DISEASE AND CRIME. 
From the St. Louis Post-D ispatch. 
The relation between crime and dis­ 
ease has engaged the earnest and ex­ 
tensive attention of science for a num­ 
ber of years. 
Criminology, medicine, 
sociology have all^conducted investi­ 


gations, with at least one practical re­ 
sult—the whole practice of penology 
has been revolutionized. Penitentiary 
administration 
has 
advanced from 
barbarities to programs of reconstruc­ 
tion. 
Additional light on the subject was 
furnished by our war experience. The 
examination of candidates for enlist­ 
ment showed a high percgitage of de­ 
fectives, technically speaffng. A bet­ 
ter way to put it, perhaps, w ould be to 
say that the percentage free of defects 
was small. 
The experiment Chicago is making, 
according to Chief Justice Olson of 
the municipal court of that city, 
who addressed the board of religious 
organizations here Monday, takes on 
a practical interest at this time be­ 
cause of the w ide prevalence of crime. 
Chicago is trying to get at the roots 
of the difficulty, Judge Olson explain­ 
ed in a ninterview in the Post-Dis­ 
patch, by going back to early child­ 
hood. Its policy has been determined 
by the fac^ that 90 per cent of the 
crimes in Chicago are committed by 
mental defectives. 
In consequence, 
school children are being examined. 
Backward 
pupils, 
when found, are 
given special treatment by being sent 
to schools where they can get the in­ 
struction peculiarly needed. 
The prevention 
of crime is Chica­ 
go's ambitious goal. It will claim the 
good wishes of all citizens. Its reali­ 
zation, of course, Ts distant. 
Mean­ 
time, the problem of meeting the pres­ 
ent aggressive criminality calls for all 
the vigor and enlightenment society 
can muster.

Th# leaders 
of the irreconilable group, like John­ 
son and Borah, are against him be­ 
cause of his views regarding interna-

relations.

Guard politicians oppose his selection 
for the cabinet partly because they 
fear that this will make him a formid­ 
able contender for the nomination in 
the next campaign and partly because 
they have never forgiven his public 
indorsement in 1918 of President Wil­ 
son’s plea for a democratic coi^ress.

Unions Deny Charge. 
Chicago, 
Feb. 
3.—Telegraphic 
bombardment of the white house iii 
the railroad wage agreement con­ 
troversy was 
reopened 
by union 
leaders last night. 
They wired President Wilson a 
2.OOO-word message *4ii \^hich they 
deified the charge, made by the 
Railway 
Executives’ 
Association, 
that the union fight for its present 
work nig agreement is “Plumb plan 
propaganda.” * Tin# accused the 
executives of attempting to over­ 
throw the railroad* board 
and to 
crush once and for all the existing 
labor organizations. 
While the board listened to the 
appeal of E. T. Whiter, chairman of 
the rail committee, for several min­ 
or classes of wording agreements 
and cleared the decks for the de­ 
bate between 
rival. organizations 
yesterday both 
factions prepared 
for war. 
From the executives’ headquar­ 
ters W. W. Atterbury issued a sec­ 
ond statement, in which he declar­ 
ed that 261.000 employes have been 
added to railroad ranks during the 
j*eriod#of government control, and 
predicted 
that 
“inefficiency and 
waste” caused by the present rules 
and working agreements will lead 
directly to bankruptcy of many 
lines. 
From 
unofficial 
sources it be­ 
came known that President Wilson 
will probably take no hand in th° 
newest railroad battle although he 
bas 
read 
the 
charges, 
counter 
c harges and rebuttals sent him by 
both factions. The official view of 
the matter is said to be that com­ 
petent bodies have been appointed 
to act as railroad arbiters, and that 
the new quarrel will be left in the 
hands of those boards and the com­ 
ing administration.
